Apparently there were many min- 
isters who were not aware of these 
provisions and many marriages 
were performed without these pro- 
visions attended to. 


Figures show that in 1935 there 


were 6,000 marriages performed in| 
Alberta. Of these 5,000 were per-| 


formed by license and 1,000 by 
banns 
But there were 200 performed 


without proper publication of banns 
and obtaining of health certificates. 

Provision is made in the amend- 
ing bill which Dr. Cross brought 
into the house on Friday, to provide 
for legalizing these marriages, 
which, while performed by clergy- 
men, were not in strict conformance 
with the law 

Speaking in connection with the 
act, Dr. Cross declared that many 
people thought they were married 
but actually they were not because 
the regulations had not been com- 


| plied with. 


Remarks of the minister caused 
somewhat of a furore in the house. 
Rev. Roy Taylor, S.C. Pincher

Mr. Thompson's. recommendations 
are included among documents 
made available by Premier William 
Aberhart in response to a request 
by D. M. Duggan, provincial Con- 
servative leader, | 

Mr, Thompson recommends in- 
crease in the provincial income 
tax scheduled to provide for in- | 
creased revenue of $350,000, an 
increase of more than 60 per cent | 

over estimated collections for 

1935. 

Mr. Thompson's figures give a} 
clear indication of the condition of 
Alberta finances as at the end of 
March next. 

Whether the provincial auditor's 
recommendations will be accepted 
|and implemented by the govern- 
ment is unknown, They were made 
two months ago and the situation 
has altered since then. Moreover 
the government is known to be de- 
sirous of balancing the budget. 

Mr. Duggan’s object in asking for 
the information is believed to have 
been to make a comparison be-| 
tween Mr. Thompson's proposed 
budget and one drafted on the re- 
commendations of R. J. Magor, spe- 
cial financial and rehabilitation ad- 
viser. 

In his draft budget, Mr. Thomp- 
son estimates total revenue at $19,- 
785,722.99 on both income and cap- 
ital account.

John Adams Thayer 
Found Dead In Bed 


WESTPORT, Conn., Feb. 22~- 
John Adams Thayer, 75, widely 
| known typographer and printing 


engineer, was found dead in bed at 


his home here Friday. 

Thayer in 1892 became associated 
with the Ladies Home Journal and 
later was made advertising man- 
ager, leaving in 1898 to become ad- 
vertising director of the Delineator. 

In 1902 he joined Erman Jesse 
Ridgway, vice-president and gen- 
eral manager of the Frank A. Mun- 
sey company, in forming the pub- 
lishing firm of Ridgway-Thayer

SMALL CHANGE 

Up to date, the advice of Major Douglas has 
cost the province $6,449, it is shown by figures 
brought down in the legislature. He is still 
entitled to a $2,500 fee for the second year of 
his engagement, plus expenses if he makes 
another trip here.

These look like large figures in a time of 
depression. But relativity enters into the 
calculation, and they have to be measured 
against what the Major is expected to do for 
us. If he makes good the promise of a dividend 
of $25 a month to every adult bona fide resident, 
with no back-taxing, no one will grudge the 
$11,000 outlay. The dividends would be dirt 
cheap at that price per year for all time 

All the Major has to do to justify his engege- 
ment is come along and make us all richer by 
$25 a month, or more, according to program. 
The grateful taxpuyers will in that happy 
event not only pay the $11,000 cheerfully, but 
will probably petition the Government to pre- 
sent him with an honorarium of ten times the 
amount. Which would be only one per cent of 
the first month’s dividends, a trifling reward for 
So vast a service. 

BLESSED ARE THE POOR? 

Mrs. Black, M.P. for the Yukon, wants par- 

liament to ease up on the pension conditions 


imposed on “sourdoughs” in the far north. To 
get a subsistence pension of $20 a month, the 
Yukoner must prove that he is destitute, and 
this, she rightly says, subjects him to unneces- 
sary and unjust “humiliation.” 

The Yukoners, however, are not singled out 
for special treatment in that respect. The same 
rule holds all over Canada. No one can get 
an old age pension anywhere unless he is 70 
years of age, and proves himself to be destitute, 
whatever the humiliation. 

It is a social crime of the first magnitude in 
Canada to grow old unless one is well-to-do. 
Only the well-off can afford to get old if they 
want to preserve their dignity. 

Unless he has grabbed when the grabbing 
was good, and has also out-witted the deflation 
that impoverished the best of grabbers, the aged 
Canadian is in desperate plight. He must plead 
absolute poverty before the country he has en- 
riched with a lifetime of work will give him 
back enough to keep soul and body together. 

It is the aged applicant for a pension who 
has to bear the humiliation; but it is the coun- 
try which so treats him that the humiliation 
properly belongs to. 

THOSE BACHELORS 

The member for St. Paul wants the legisla- 
ture to clap a tax, and a good heavy one, on 
Alberta bachelors, just because they are bache- 
lors, setting the dead line at 25 years of age. 

That has been proposed before, but it stands 
to the credit of the collective sense of former 
legislatures that it never got any farther than 
the proposal stage. There are two good reasons 
why it should get no farther at this time. 

In the first place, it isn't any of the business 
of Messrs. Beaudry et al if a man prefers to 
remain single, or can't find a woman who will 
marry him. 

In the second place the tax could not be 
collected in amount large enough to be im- 
portant, because three out of four bachelors are 
bachelors because they can’t afford to get 
married, With half of them on relief and the 
other half only able to earn enough to suppoyt 
themselves, the tax would be only another 
barrier in the way of eventua] matrimony. 

If the legislature wants to thin the ranks of 
the bachelors, all it has to do is to get on with 
the distribution of the dividends. Once those 
start to go out, there will be matrimonial mor- 
tality among the bachelors that will delight the 
hearts of the match-making legislator and 
leave not enough “stags” to be worth bothering 
about,

The Passing Show | Developing the Bust 


By J. 8S. COWPER 
One of the pleasing things about writing this 
column is the number and variety of people 
who read it. Readers in Alberta, Saskatchewan 
and Brjtish Columbia, one expects, but I find 
letters from Toronto, Montreal, Montana, New 


York, the Channel Islands and Sydney, Aus- 
trblia. 

A day or two ago a young, 
Chinese in Alberta asked me 
to send him a brief outline of 
the case, pro and con, in re- 
gard to Alberta Social Credit. 
He intends to write an article 
on Social Credit in Chinese 
for the edification of his 
countrymen. 

That's a challenge to one's 
spirit of fairness. After I had 
written to him it occurred to 
me that others might be in- 
terested in the answer, If any readers think I 
failed in my duty I'll send their corrections on 
to him, This is what I wrote.

The ‘reform known as Social Credit was or- 
iginated many years ago by Major C. H. Doug- 
las, a Scottish engineer. While in charge of a 
large airplane factory for the British govern- 
ment, he noticed that the amount of money 
paid out in wages, salaries and dividends was 
Jass than the amount of money paid in by the 
government to the factory. 

From the study of this process of diminish- 
ing returns, Major Douglas arrivéd at a belief 
that the principal cause of the world depression 
is that in each manufacturing process there oc- 
curs a shrinkage in the volume of purchasing 
power (money). He states this proposition in 
his A plus B theory. “A” costs represent money 
released as purchasing power in wages, salar- 
ies and dividerids; “B” costs represent money 
which does not come back as purchasing power 
except after long delay, if at all, such as pay- 
ments for raw material, insurance, rent, trans- 
portation costs, reserves, depreciation, bank in- 
terest, etc.

How was he to overcome the problem of 
diminishing purchasing power? He devised an 
elaborate system of which the principles can 
be simply stated as follows: 

(1) A national bookkeeping system whereby 
the national wealth can be accurately valuated 
from time to time. 

(2) Manufacturers to open their factories 
and place workers at work on needed goods, in 
the assurance that the State will supply the 
necessary purchasing power to the consuming 
public. 

(3) As goods accumulate, the value of these 
are taken into the accounting. With each peri- 
odic increase in the national wealth, an exactly 
equivalent amount of new money is created to 
balance the increase, and is distributed as a 
National Dividend among all those with less 
than a minimum income. In order to create the 
new money it is necessary that the Social Credit 
scheme be enforced by a State with power to 
create money. 


In Canada the powers of government are 
divided between the federal and the provincial 
parliaments. To the federal parliament is given 
exclusive authority over money and banking. 
Otherwise each province would have a separate 
money system subject to daily changes of value 
in the other provinces. 

Owing to lack of power to issue money, 
Douglas Social Credit cannot be applied in an 
individual province. Mr. Aberhart therefore de- 
vised a system of Social Credit that differs from 
the Douglas system, and which he says can be 
applied in the Province of Alberta. 

Instead of having an accountancy system to 
measure the increase of wealth periodically, and 
issuing new money to the exact increase in the 
provincial wealth, he plans to give every adult 
$25 a month in credit on a provincial banking 
institution to be known as a Credit House. 

He plans to raise the money to back the is- 
sues of credit by imposing levies on all goeds, 
This would be in the nature of a sales tax, with 
similar manner of collecting. 

All political parties in Alberta are in favor 
of Social Credit dividends if these can be issued 
without increasing commodity prices, taxes and 
the public debt. Their differences come to pass 
over the question whether the Aberhart method 
will work successfully or not. 

Mr. Aberhart says it will work continuously 
without increase of taxes or public debt on its 
first month's capital of $10,000,000, He says there 
will be such an increase of sales and purchases 
each month that the $10,000,000 will come back 
into the treasury in levies before the following 
month, He says that merchants will experience 
such an increase of business that they will be 
able to absorb the levy or sales tax, with the 
result that prices will be no higher, and prob- 
ably less, than they now are. 


Those sceptical] of the Aberhart Plan say it 
is impossible in Alberta to raise $10,000,000 a 
month for dividends without greatly increasing 
the cost of goods. They say it will cost millions 
for buildings, staffs, postage and administration, 
and that with only $180,000,000 of purchasing 
power coming into the province in a normal 
year from the sale of our wheat, coal and lum- 
ber, ete, it would be impossible to levy $120,- 
000,000 a year for dividends without a tax that 
would be ruinous both to our export trade and 
to the domestic consumer. 

If prices go up without individual purchas- 
ing power increasing in similar ratio, then pur- 
chasing power is decreased, (For example: if 
coal is $10 a ton and you have $20, its purchas- 
ing ability is 2 tons. If a $10 sales tax was im- 
posed on coal, then your $20 would purchase 
only one. ton.) 

Douglas makes provision to protect con- 
sumers from being robbed of the benefit of the 


dividend by raising prices by what he calls a 


Compensated Price or Just Price mechanism. 
Prices are arbitrarily fixed. Where manufac- 
turing costs rise, the State meets the difference 
by a direct payment to the manufacturer, The 
Just Price of the Aberhart system works in a 
contrary direction. It contemplates an ideal 
condition where everybody ‘who handles a pro-

Many women who desire to improve the ap- 
pearance of the body above the waistline are 
asking how to bring about a better bust develop- 
ment. The chief problem may be to build up 
and fill out the breast which is too small, or 
the main problem may concern itself with 
firming and toning the breast 
which appears to droop or 
sag. 

Undoubtedly, at the present 
time, there is a widesptead 
desire among women to pos- 
sess the bust which has a nat- 
ural, well-rounded appear- 
ance. Probably the principal 
reason why such a develop- 
ment is of interest is because 
present day fashions place so 
much emphasis on the normal 
figure, or the figure possessing normal curves. 
Dresses are styled to suit this type of figure, 
and in order to appear well in them, it is neces- 
sary that every woman have a good bustline. 
The modern trend toward more generous 
curves is markedly different from the style of 
several years ago, when the flat-chested, ex- 
tremely slender figure was in vogue. 

In attempting to develop the bust which is 
too small, and litewise, in attempting to give a 
firmer tone to the sagging breast, the best re- 
sults wil) be obtained by special exercises, Those 
exercises which do the most good are those 
which strengthen the muscles over the chest, 
which muscles are the foundation upon which 
the breasts lie. 

In bringing about a better bust development, 
most of your exercising will be directed to mov- 
ing the pectoral muscle, which is the muscle 
which travels from the breastbone to the shoul- 
der. If you will raise your arm, and then lower 
it downward, you will readily feel movement 
in the muscle to which I am referring. The pec~ 
toral muscle may be caused to have a firmer 
tone by persistent exercise and by causing this 
muscle to become firmer and stronger, the ap- 
pearance of the breast will be improved. 

Most of the exercises taken for the purpose 
desired will consist of arm and shoulder move- 
ments. The amount of improvement secured is 
often surprising to the patient who finds that 
developing the pectoral muscle through exer- 
cise makes the breast more shapely and at the 
same time gives it a firmer outline. It is not 
advisable to try to change the shape of the 
breast through attempting to change the glandu- 
lar tissue as the mammary glands may be in- 
jured thereby, but it is entirely safe to rely upon 
exercise to tone up flabby breasts. You will 
find that results will come provided you exer- 
cise persistently. Not only will the breasts ap- 
pear better developed as soon as their muscu- 
lar support is strengthened, but also the out- 
line will be changed as they become raised. 

In addition to using the special exercise, it 
is a good plan to try to bring about a better 
chest development through deep _ breathing. 
Breathing exercises will expand the chest and 
will help to cover a flat-chested appearance. It 
is also advisable to watch your posture and to 
form the habit of keeping the chest to the front, 
which in turn assists the bust in assuming the 
normal position. If you wish to improve your 
appearance, remember to keep your chest to 
the front. 

The combination of special exercises, deep 
breathing and correct posture will do a great 
deal in making the bustline appear more nat- 
ural.

A Day in Canadian History 
On this date, Saturday, in 1891 


Sir John A. Macdonald began 
that final election tour which 
sowed the seeds of the illness 


which ended in his death on June 
6, following. Sir John was much 
exercised over the unrestricted 
reciprocity campaign of the Lib- 
erals and after issuing his famous 
manifesto, in which he declared 
“A British subject I was born—a 
British subject I will die,” left 
Ottawa for Toronto, with the in- 
tention of merely directing the 
campaign there, But the “reports 
from the ridings” were such that 
he felt it was necessary that he 
should take a personal speaking 
part in the campaign, even if it 
was the dead of winter and he was 
76. He spoke at Toronto, Febru- 
ary 17 and then went to Hamil- 
ton, Strathroy, London, Brant- 
ford, St. Mary’s and Brampton and 
returned to Toronto completely 
fatigued. He left Toronto on the 
night train on February 22 for 
Kingston. Here is what followed 
as told by Sir Joseph Pope, then 
Sir John’s secretary: 

“The weather in the west had 
been mild, but it was bitterly 
cold in Kingston. To this sudden 
change in temperature I attribute 
the chill, from the effects of which 
he never fuily recovered. On 
Monday he remained in bed. On 
Tuesday he came downstairs about 
noon and met some political sup-

ed him to run out there and hold 
a meeting. He was very loath to 
go but finally consented, and on 
Wednesday, the 25th, he started 
on the fatal trip. The day was 
raw and bleak. On his arrival at 
Napanee he was driven in an 
open carriage to the town hall. 
The crowd was so dense that they 
invaded the platform from which 
he was speaking. I saw that he 
was worn and tired and did my 
utmost to persuade the local poli- 
ticians to allow him to return to 
his car. Nothing, however, would 
satisfy them but his presence at 
another meeting in a different 
part of town. The open carriage 
was again called into requisition 
and he was driven through the 
town where the performance was 
repeated. When we returned to 
the car there were several tele- 
grams awaiting him. I went to 
his room to take his instructions 
and found him lying across the 
bed, his face an ashen grey. ‘I 
am exhausted,’ he said, and, in- 
deed, he looked it. On his return 
to Kingston he went to bed and 
did not leave it until we returned 
to Ottawa on election day. He 
heard the returns in bed, where 
he remained until the end of 
March when he returned to his 
office and the house.” Then on 
May 12 came the stroke of paraly- 
sis, followed by two others, and 
he died as his father and mother 
had both died. Those Napanee

Expert 

That R. J. Magor, financial and 
reorganization adviser to the 
provincial government on Jan. 
11, urged Premier William Aber- 
hart, on behalf of this province, 
to agree to the Dominion gov- 
ernment’s proposal for establish- 
ment ofa loan ccunc!l, is reveal- 
ed in correspondence made avail- 
able on Saturday by the Premier 
at the request of D. M. Duggan, 
Alberta Conservative leader. 

Whether the Premier agreed is 
not disclosed, as Mr. Duggan asked 
only for correspondence from Mr. 
Magor to the government and not 
from the government to Mr, Magor. 

Mr. Magor’s recommendation was 
contained in a telegram forwarded 
to the Premier on Jan. 1, Mr. 
Magor was then in the east. Hon. 
Charles Cockroft, provincial treas- 
urer, was in Toronto on that date. 

Mr. Magor urged the premier to 
wire Mr. Cockroft at Toronto to 


agree to setting up the loan council, | 


as proposed by Hon. Charles A 


Dunning, Dominion finance min- 
ister. 
Main reason advanced for such 


action was that it would greatly 
assist in obtaining Dominion aid 
for the provincial financal respon- 
sibilities 

On Jan. 15 there came due a 
maturing bond issue of provincial 
bonds and this was met with Do- 
minion government assistance. The 
maturity was for $2,000,000 and the 
province was able to find about 
$400,000, while the rest was provid- 
ed by the Dominion, 

Details of the transaction have 
not been revealed but in announc- 
ing the loan, Hon. Mr. Dunning 
said it was in the “national interest” 
but did not say whether the proy- 


ince had agreed to the loan council |

THE PROCEDURE 


The procedure in appointing em- 
ployees is that an employee is 
placed on the temporary list for a 
period and is then transferred to the 
permanent staff. 


Several employees were trans- 
ferred last autumn and early win- 
ter to the temporary basis instead 
of being dismissed. 


The staff of the education depart- 
ment was increased slightly in the 
year, mainly as a result of the re- 
opening of the Edmonton normal 
scncol, while the number of ap- 
pointments, temporary, in _ the 
health department shows an in- 
crease as a result of extending re- 
lief branch activities. 

During the year a number of eim- 
ployes who had been superannu- 
ated but re-engeged on the tempor- 
ary staff were released “in order to 
give younger applicants an oppor- 
tunity for employment and to 
strengthen the Civil Service gen- 
erally. The departments concerned 
investigated each case to see that 
no hardship regulted from an effi- 
cient employe being placed on 
superannuation.” *

Protests by W. R. Howson, K.C., 
Alberta Liberal leader; L. A. Gire 
oux, Liberal, Grouard and D. M. 
Duggan, Alberta Conservative 
leader, against the principle of 
government guarantees, were 
voiced in the legislature on Fri- 
day. 

The protests were lodged when 
Hon. W. N. Chant, minister of agri- 
culture jntroduced a money bill 
whereby the government was to 
provide guarantee for a percentage 
of loans made to farmers for the 
purchase of livestock for feeding 
purposes. 

A resolution on the subject, fol- 
lowed by first reading of the en- 
abling bill, was to validate an 
Order-in-Council giving a govern- 
ment guarantee for repayment of 
certain Joans made to farmers by 
the Dominion Agricultural Credit 
Company Ltd. 


“ABOUT $13,500 INVOLVED 

Mr. Giroux started the ball roll- 
ing when he asked Hon. Mr. Chant 
if there was much money involved 
in this particular guarantee and the 


| Minister replied that the total was 


about $13,500. The loans, said the 
Minister, were used to buy cattle 
for feeding in areas where there 
was an abundance of feed. These 
loans had been made to farmers 
over a period of several years and 
now there was a feeling on the part 
of the company that the govern- 
ment should guarantee 25 per cent 
of the loans. 

John J. Bowlen, Liberal, Calgary, 
inquired as to whether this was 
the first time the government has 
been asked to guarantee a percent- 


age of fhe loan, and the minister 
replied that it was. : 
GENERAL REVIVAL 

Mr, Howson recalled that the 


plan had been instituted several 
years ago by Sir Edward Beatty, 
president of the Canadian.
